New York, Feb. l l .—Politicians of 
a ii parties are aw aking with keen in­ 
terest the speech to be delivered by 
Colonel Roosevelt at the Lincoln birth 
day dinner to be given at the hotel 
Astor tomorrow night under the aus­ 
pices of the National Progressive Club 
L io n e l Roosevelt, it is understood, in­ 
tends to make some stirring rem arks 
that will be in the nature of a reply 
to President T aft’s speech at the re­ 
publican rehabilitation banquet held 
recently in this city. 
Other speakers at the banquet to­
